e'ning the door of the garage the dep- 
uties saw a^man huddled in the car, 
With weapons raised they ordered him 
to come out. The man whipped out 
a pistol and shot himself before of- 
ficers could over-power him. He was 
identified as Nelson. He had a .45 
caliber pistol, a .38 caliber revolver a 
10 gauge shotgun, about 100 rounds 
of ammunition and a bowie knife. 


GUILT ESTABLISHED 


Nelson's guilt is definitely establish- 


ed, according to District 
Attorney 


Roberts. Bullets he carried for his 
two revolvers were found to be the 
same as those which killed Hender- 
son, 55, Negro farmer and church dea- 
con, 
and his 20-year-old son. 


Mrs. Henderson viewed Nelson's bo- 


dy and identified him as tho man who 
early Saturday had sought to enter 
their home and then had gone to the 
barn where 
Henderson was 
found 


shot to death. The son was found in 
a lane not far from tho barn. 


Nelson's father, whose farm is near 


that of the Hendersons, said his son 
had served seven years in the navy 
and had been a patient at the mental 
disease hospital here, but had return- 
ed home last fall when it was reported 
that his condition was not dangerous. 
During his naval career Xelson won a 
marksman's medal, 'and of late, his 
father said, he had spent much time 
at target practice.

and the University of Pennsylvania to 
archelogical finds 
in Mesopotamia. 


Four hundred graves were explored, 
some of them believed to date back to 
3300 B. C., carrying explorers into an- 
tiquity so misty that 
nothing has 


been preserve but a list of mythical 
kings. The degree of wealth and com- 
fort evinced by the graves was com- 
mented upon especially. 


"A 'manicure set' ot tweezers and 


pick in solid gold has a curious'mod- 
ern look," said the report, "and so 
have the heavy gold chains found in 
several graves.'* 


Another announcement relating to a 


nearer past came from Chief Reginald 
Oshkosh of the 
Menominee Indian 


tribe, who revealed in Chicago that 
tempering copper .believed a lost art, 
still is known to the redman. Chief 
Oshkosh, who is attending a council 
fire of American Indians here, said 
that the secret might be revealed to 
the white men some day. 


Explaining that the tempering sec- 


ret belonged to the Great Lakes In- 
dians, the chief asserted that by put- 
ting soft copper into a chemical solu- 
tion for 24 hours it became 
harder 


than any other metal and would cut 
steel.

Conflicting dis- 
patches are reaching: the newspapers 
from the earthquake area. A message 
from Osaka to the Hoehi Shitnbun 
reports 113 killed and Injured. Eighty 
of the victims were in a moving pic- 
ture theater which partially collapsed. 
The newspaper reports that thirty 
houses collapsed and many others 
were damaged. 
Fifteen fires were 


started.

Texas Law Prohibiting Ne- 


groes from Vote in Demo- 
cratic Ranks is Illegal 


Washington— W) — Political party 


primaries in states was held by the 
supremo courtvMonday to be subject 
to federal laws. The Texas law pro- 
hibiting Negroes from voting in the 
Democratic primaries was therefore 
declared ' void and unconstitutional. 


"States may do a good deal of classi- 


fying that it is difficult to believe ra- 
tional," said the court in an unani- 
mous opinion -"but there are limits, 
and it is too clear for extended- argu- 
ment ,that. color cannot* be. niade^tlie 
basi^'/of ji^ s'tatatory/'classiflcsition af- 
fetaing- the right sef'up in- tinVSase." 


Justice Holmes delivered the'"opin- 


ion and no dissent was announced. 
Negroes, dneied the right to vote in a 
primary on account of color, he said, 
had ground for damages, since 
the 


constitution guarantees the 
Negro 


equal rights. 


TRIED IX TEXAS 


The federal district court for western 


Texas, where L. A. Nixon sought 
53,000 damages for aleged deprivation 
ot rights under the federal and Texas 
constitutions, dismissed the suit, hold- 
ing that no question within its juris- 
diction was presented. The supreme 
court was urged, because of the im- 
portance of the controversy, to dispose 
of tho appeal on its merits, and an- 
nounce in unqualified terms the exact 
relationship of "primaries" to "elec- 
tions." 


As analyzed by the federal court, 


during oral argument, the controversy 
was narrowed in all of its constitution- 
al aspects to the question 
whether 


party primaries are elections. The con- 
stitutional guarantees against discrim- 
inating on account of race, color or 
previous condition of servitude 
had 


been annulled, and his rights as a cit- 
izen of the United States to "vote" had 
been abridged, Nixon contended, by 
the law of Texas under which Negroes 
are prohibited from voting in democra- 
tic primaries.

Society Tells How To 


Guard Against Gas Deaths 


—Because of the iiicreasinj,'' 


number of accidents ana nsphixlations 
in the use of gas, many of them caus- 
ed through carelessness, the educa- 
tional committee of the State Medical 
Society has issued a warning of rules 
to be observed in avoiding "these 
dangers. 


1. Have alffil adjustments vmade by 


a person trained for this work. Many 
gas companies now make regular in- 
spections and adjustments in the mu- 
nicipalities which they serve. 


2. Have all gas .heating appliances 


connected by flue with the chimney. 


3. Never use a (as heater in a small 


closed room. Always have some ven- 
tilation. 
/ 


4. Never go to sleep in a 
closed 


room in which gas is burning. 


"Gas appliances, if properly made, 


carefully adjusted "-and "intelligently 
used arc a comfort and convenience," 
declares the bulletin "of the-committcc. 
"The gas which is piped into houses 
for cooking, lighting and heating is 
in most cities inade from coal. It con- 
tains a poisonous gas. carbon mon- 
oxide, present 
in greater or less 


amount according to the process xised 
in its production. Carbon monoxide, is 
exceedingly dangerous, for when it is 
breathed, even in comparatively small 


amounts, it acts so quickly that a per- 
son is overcome and becomes uncon- 
scious, often before he realized that 
anything is wrong. Unless he is dis- 
covered and removed without delay to 
the open air. death will ensue. Even 
if discovered in time, the person af- 
fected will be sick for hours or even 
days. 


"If all gas appliances arc properly 


and permanently connected, there "is 
little danger from leakage of unburnt 
gas into the house. Occasionally an ac- 
cident occurs from gas being blown 
out or a gas cock knocked open, but 


danger comes from the use of rubber 
connecting hose which hoon becomes 
porous and allows gas leakage. 
In 


some instances accidents have taken 
place as a result of the gas hose be- 
coming disconnected. 


"When gas is burnt in the presence 


of plenty oL. air/their is lets danger 
but when inMifliviont air is supplied or 
the gas strikes a cold surface, the 
poisonous carbon monoxide is formed 
in dangerous amounts. It is .for these 
rea&ons that everyone should see that 
his gas appliances arc properly ad- 
justed and that gas. ovens, gas hot

There died in West Virginia the other 


day a very remarkable man, a man who, 
throughout his life, remained in perrna,-

He was John McCausland, one-time 


general of cavalry'in the army of the Con- 
federate States of America, and the story 
of his life reads like the story of one or 
those old, unbending Norse warriors who 
migh* die but would never surrender. 


McCausland had not the fire of Jeb 


Stuart, nor had he the picturesqueness of 
Nathan Forrest but his name, for all that, 
was a name to conjure with during the 
latter years of the Civil War. 


It was McCausland who, in 1864. when 


the south was being beaten to its knees 
under the relentless hammering of Grant 
and Sherman, 
led a desperate 
sortie 


across the border and burned the town 
of Chambersburg, Pa. 
And it was Mc- 


Causland who, after Appomattox, refused 
to hand over his s\\ord and went instead 
to Europe, where he wandered for years, 
a defiant, exiled rebel. 


Eventually he returned to America. 
But never, to the end ot his days, did 


he take the oath of allegiance to the Unit- 
ed States. Never did he give in to the 
force that had beaten down his cause 
years ago. Lee was a heroic memory and 
Stonewall Jackson was becoming a name; 
John McCausland remained, to the verv 
last, unbeaten and defiant. 


The Civil V.'ar bequeathed to us of Ihc 


twentieth century many memories, many 
gallant heroes and stirring talcs; but it 
'left nothing more striking than this. 
North or south, it is impossible not to feel 
a vast thrill of admiration an.1, rc-pect for 
this do»ghl\ old \\ar hor -,\ ;!u ;.;,, 


would not yield even when the stars in 
their courses had proclaimed his down- 
fall. 


Would that there were more John Mc- 


Causlands! Would that America might 
breed a whole race of men who could 
seize an ideal and cling to it even though 
they were alone among one hundred mil- 
lion others! Would that we had more men 
who could cry defiance to the whole 
world, saying, "Here I stand, and here I 
remain, and no power on the earth or un- 
der it or above it can budge me one inch— 
and curse you all who oppose me!"'

In reaching this decision we think 
he is well advised. The responsibility for 
whatever failure of legislation will be felt 
by the country rests upon the senate ex- 
clusively. Mr. Coolidge need not concern 
himself with it. There has been an excess 
of politics throughout the short 'session 
even in the passage of what bills got 
through, including the McNary-Haugen 
farm relief. 


It has not been a session to boast of. In 


addition to its failure to measure up to 
the domestic needs of the country, it has 
meddled in foreign affairs to such an ex- 
tent as to seriously embarrass the admin- 
istration in its dealings with Europe, 
China. Mexico and Nicaragua. 
The 


president doubtless is glad to have it 
over. He would be excused from wishing 
it back if for no other reason than to have 
the free hand in foreign relations the con- 
stitution gives him. 


The finish-in the senate will serve to 


give Vice-President Dawes ammunition 
for his campaign to force rules reform, 
and it is to be expected he will make ef- 
fective use of.it. On the whole the country^ 
is glad congress has adjourned. It did not 
expect much from it, and in this sense it 
is not disappointed.

Anatole France, you remem- 
ber, said that irony and pity were the 
two mdispensible qualition of a great 
novel; that is, the head and the 
heart are both necessary in generatng 
great fiction. 
Whether or not both 


these qualities are needed for great 
poetry, I don't know, outfit is a fact 
that in "Snow Smoke" Low Sarett has 
made use of both to paint unforgett- 
able pictures in verse of the life of 
the wilderness. 


He has done in large measure 
in 


poetry the same thing that ""William 
Beebe has done in prose. Like Beebe, 
he knows all there Ms to be known 
about the stuff he writes about. He 
has lived for years among the people 
and scenes he describes. He has ires- 
cued littlo abandoned foxes whose 
mother had been trapped and has 
Celt "the thin blue foxes suckle at his 
arm." 
He has sat in the seat of the 


scorned squaw 
named 
Tamarack 


Blue, and he has passed t.he night 
with the lonely and hauf-demcnted 
sheepherder. He has studied the wild 
things of nature in their own haunts 
and he has learned, like Beebe, that 
nature is__a ruthless battlefield, with 
its immutable law of kill or be killed.. 


So he does not paint sei.timcntal 


pictures of nature as 
an ignorant 


person in a pull man coach imagines it

Battle For Supremacy 


There is a "rising-tide.of color" in 


the- Far East. The "yellow race" is in 
the ^ascendency. This is the outstand- 
ing impression one gets in the orien 
when one stays any length of time 
If this is not given to you in so many 
words, your feelings help to interpre 
it. This atmosphere is most notice- 
able in Japan; in China it is also in 
the ascendency. The whole thing com 
eth not so much by observation as 
> 


cometh by "awareness" that subtle 
quite influence that steals on one in 
the presence of mountains that do no 
roar or wire rivers that silently go 
to sea. 


The white man and the Anglo Sax< 


on in particular is ths hot point ot at- 
tack. We white people certainly have 
a "superiority complex," at least we 
Americans do. That combination'caused 
by material advantages by ever pres 
ent intellectual facilities and oppor 
tunities, is often quiet and undemon 
strative but more often it is striking 
ly obtrusive, 
sometimes 
loud 
ant 


crude but always aggressive. It wouk 
not be Anglo Saxon, for our sturdy 
ancestors came out of tho wilds o 
Norway and fought their way to ec 
onomic and political freedom and w 
seem to have the urge of a "divine 
commission" to propogate our virtues 


The" Japanese are 
doing much t 


stem this aggression. They began with 
Russia: they are silently and very per 
sistently dealing with us. Their smal 
bead eyes, their 
unusual 
courtesy 


their suppression of emotional power 
are simply ominous. We gather thi 
from conversation with Americans fou 
especially Japanese and above all with 
the way they are shuffling situation: 
more than by what they say. 


MAY HAVE TO REPORT 


There need be no particular alarm 


about it but it is absolutely discon 
ccrting and has to be reckoned with 
Xo amount of mere talk of interna 
tional brothcihood, 
Christian^ ethic; 


and pious platitudes arc going to stem 
this tide. It will call forth for some tal 
repenting in action possibly more on 
our side than the orientals and Ilia 


' repentance may conic too late. Heaven 


forbid the lateness! 


Any "superiority complex" is a poo 


asset to do business with or to creat 
friendly 
relationships. 
Superior^ 


there may be especially along certain 
'lines but it has to have biological adap 
tibility, flexibility or as we would or 
dinanly say, it must rave sanctifie* 
common sense how to be of real ser 
vice without injuring the person actec 
Tipon and the Japanese as a sensitive 
people feel injured and resent our im 
plications About them. 


That our Congressmen made a bun 


gling job of things in dealing with the 
Japanese question 
is • conceded 
b> 


thoughtful men, though our extrem 
nationalists will deny this. The ques 
tion they ask us in Japan is what wi 
arc going to do about it as a people 
This is no place to elaborate on thi: 
controversy or racial problem. 
Thi 


Californians have dictated our policj. 
on this. They .represent 3 per ccnt 0 
our population. Mr. Roosevelt said in 
his day that the Japanese were admir 
ably guarded from humiliation by tin 
Gentlemen's agreement and we wer< 
saved from making offensive and dis 
criminatory legislation. President Coo 
liige opposed the method the Con 
gfessmen used in 1924 saying it wa.. 
wrong, deplorable 
and 
tmnecessarj 


and the result we were after couk 
have been achieved in. a better way 
The Japanese are all agreed that we 
have a right to exclude whom we wan 
to but discriminate against them and 
admit Mexicans, southern European; 
and -races that Jiave. no sense of na 
tionalism and honor is beyond their 
understanding. Only about 300 Japan 
cse would be admitted under the quot: 
annually, a mere bagatelle and the 
jrovernment could easily decide who 
they should be. Probably the racia 
hatred is the result of a strained imag- 
ination. Differences began on accoun 
of the economic pressure: we simplj 
are against people who take jobs awa> 
from us whether we are barbers 01 
farmers or peachcrs.,The social Apoliti- 
cal and racial elements emerge" fron 
this. In California, and Hawaii we 
found the Japanese the most industri- 
ous, the least meddlesome and most 
thrifty agricultural workers anywhere 
They will do work no white man -nil 
do. In Hawaii they gravitate awa> 
from the farms into professions. The 
beet sugar people preferred the Jap- 
anese to all others on beet fields. 


The economic side however does no) 


explain it all. It may seem uppermost 
to some. The government detectives 
have twice talked to me 011 entering 
Japan and on leaving it. At the time 
they did not tell me who they were 
They asked me about our attitude 
.what we thought of them, what rem- 
edy we had for their excessive popula- 
tion and other things. They have a re- 
markable system of recording w hat we 
say, do and think; they follow up so- 
cial gatherings in Japan even of edu- 
cators and missionaries and inquire 
what is being talked about. English 
and American capital have 
started 


English speaking papers in Japan but 
the largest Japanese daily with a mil- 
lion copies every day has been pub- 
lishing an English edition for some 
time and when they started out to do 
so, they made it very plain that the 
foreign papers could not give the real 
Japanese view point of their nafion 
and that they were therefore supply- 
ing a great need of the empire in in- 
structing foreigners, through an Eng- 
lish dally. 


In all this the Japanese evince a 


conscious nationalism which is really 
imperialism. They show 
thoy have 


reached a pitch of culture, self respect 
and efficiency. Ever since their awak- 
ening they have been great imitators. 
They are not inventors ns western 
folks arc but they know how to use in- 
ventions and very early decided that 
if they had to meet the increasing ma- 
terial pott-cr of the westerner, they had 
to adopt, his methods. They are there- 
fore sparring for advantage and the 
conflict is not waged on equal teims 
either. 


It was my pood fortune to meet with 


Dr. Portcus of the Hawaiian university 
at Honolulu to be entertained b>; him 
and learn 
much 
from him ' in "bis 


studies of racial futures. He-has spe- 
cialized along: these lines, majorintr on 
the Japanese. In studying hundreds of 
cases of all nationalities his conclu- 
sions are that tho Japanese--outdis- 
tance all other races in planning abil- 
ity, in down-richt tenacity 'to follow 
out any plan any program, an earnest- 
ness of purpose and an 
unflagging 


courage which has not been matched 
by any one. They hnvc not learned to 
conciliate, they nro aggressive and 
ovenvunscrupulous nnel htey are sensi- 
tive— to. sin-astounding1 doprre if any 
hint, is given of their Inferiority. 
^

his small size is to his advantage 
industrially and ho has a verility, nev- 
er having intermarried, only 100 cases 
in Hawaii being known where a Jap- 
anese person married another nation- 
ality. Then Japan is a "tight 
island" 


like England. She never had to wage 
civil wars like we did or like China is 
now doing with Xorth and South. She 
has never spent any blood in worming" 
her way upward through a long period 
of invention; while the Anglo Saxois 
race poured out blood like rivers for 
religious, economic and political free- 
dom and Dr. Porteus insists that she i« 
the Cinderella, or nations v.-it!i lilirdiy 
even any effort to receive them but 
only lias to imitate what we do and 
enter into the promised land. 


Because of this Dr. Porteus believes. 


Japan ought to be told that our land 
has been pioneered and developed by 
daring men and noble women 
who 


have pressed into silent places and by 
heroic sacrifices have attained an in- 
heritance that cannot be given over to 
a race whose standards of living have 
been shaded down by prim necessity 
to several levels below our own. This 
is not race hatred but simply a mat- 
ter of historic background that does 
not minimize the glory of Japan nor 
does it savor of superiority but pre- 
sents what, Americanism innately 
seems to be from the historic point or 
view. 


My own observations brought me on 


contact with some educators and mis- 
sionaries in Japan. It may be news to 
many but all Japanese institutions and 
churches of note are manned by Jap- 
anese. Long time missionary pastors 
are assistant pastors in the churches 
now. We know of tome men wiio are 
going home' for they feel they have 
larger work elsewhere. It has been the 
policy of the mission boards to have 
the Japanese people themselves do the 
evangelising and the 
Congregational 


churches a good many years ago voted 
to be independent of the home church- 
es as such. 


Just how" this will work out no one 


seems to know. Americans cannot even 
be advisers; they can cooperate. There 
is much in our western Christianity 
that they do not want. They have been 
confused about our creedal differences, 
by our denominational fences and by 
our western 
technique which they 


claiimis a heavy element of confusion. 
Do not for one moment 
think that 


they use any drastic methods to oust 
Americans. The Japanese are courte- 
ous in the extreme. They will smile 
and bow but it is their silence and the 
power of passing you up iiv courtesy 
whereby they win out. The writer has 
no axe to grind nor any grudges to 
nurse nor any ego to feed but in no 
Japanese church service was he e\ cr 
recognized as he would be in Ameri- 
can churches by having some part, 
maybe only a minor part. This is the 
experience of others. It 
shows the 


churches are feeling a self sufficiency. 


The -schools and colleges are the 


same. Much of the educational* plan 
is German; the Americans who are on 
the field go very slowly ,111 forcing any 
•plan and in a way it shows the verility 
of a rising people who can.stand out 
against a people that have always been 
looked to in so many fields. 
' 


Again the Japanese havjj also exper- 


ienced the American tourist and. busi- 
ness man who ofte'u conies to the-Far 
East with a brusquenesp and crti-lo- 
ness of manner, "tho hail fellow well 
met" attitude. That does not go at all. 
We are possibly the most hated lot 
of folks in Europe now despite our 
money. We have been ashamed over 
and over again at the Americans' be- 
havior. People go around and 'boast': 
"We are Americans" with that air of 
superiority that shows how bankrupt 
wo are 
in courtesy. Just i imagine 


Americans talking 
French 
paper 


francs and placarding their grips with 
them. No wonder people are nauseated 
and call us blatant braggcrs and much 
worse names. We as a people will have 
to follow a different tack if we are go- 
ing to win out. A nation is not great 
just because it has money or machin- 
ery or position and visible power. We 
were a poor people when we fought 
England and it was righteousness and 
justice that made us leaders in world 
democracy. 
• 


It has not been my purpose to pre- 


sent any pessimistic picture of Japan. 
She has an admirable people. Some cf 
these things are written to remind us 
of our short 
comings. Japan 
has 


adopted our typewriters and automatic 
couplers, our automobiles and electri- 
cal devices bue she cares not for our 
rush of material possessions and hates 
anything that savors of selfish advan- 
tage in business relationships. 


The emperor has just died and the 


new Emperor Hirohito has proclaimed 
that his slogan for his era will be "A 
Radiant Peace." The new emperor ha= 
traveled some and he expect to build 
a great empire in the Far East. He 
sees no reason why Japan should not 
dominate the Pacific and we ask our- 
selves ! Why has not Japan same right j 
to dominate the Pacific as the wh'to' 
people seem to assume they have the 
right?

Xordman said that the bill would prob- 
ably have proved a disappointment to 
its supporters it tho President had 
permitted it to become a law. 


"This bill seeks to apply the tariff 


principle to agriculture as it has been 
applied to certain branches of indus- 
try," he said. 


"A fact which the authors have ap- 


parently not taken into account In 
this connection is that tariffs will,not 
increase prices unless output can bo 
controlled. For example, manufactur- 
ers close down when they get more 
stock in their warehouses than they 
can dispose of at a profit. 
If they 


could not do so. tariffs would created 
surplus and defeat the purpose of pro- 
tection. But the farmer is not in that 
fortunate position because agricultur- 
al production cannot be controlled. Be- 
sides, his debts and other obligations 
force him into a situation where the 
smaller the price the more he must 
produce and, so far, none of our na- 
tional leaders have suggested a way 
out of that dilemma. 


"This situation forces the conclu- 


sion that the only way to even things 
up for agriculture is to .take the tariff 
away from the manufacturers. A good 
proportion of our manufacturers get 
along without a tariff now and there 


would be room for many of the other 
manufacturers in the agricultural in- 
dustry If foreigners were permitted to 
pay for agricultural importations from 
this country with the products and 
commodities of their countries. An- 
other evil that national, leaders of 
neither faction arc giving any thought 
to is the fanner's excessive overhead 
of taxes (direct and indirect) and in- 
terest. Thos overhead has a way of 
keeping abreast of agricultural prices 
no matter how high the latter may be. 
as witness the situation in Iowa di- 
rcctily after the close .of tho AVorld 
AVar.
